GEOLOGY. 
Arthur's Seat and Salisbury Crags are two of the most striking natural 
phenomena which arrest the attention of the traveller in approaching 
Edinburgh. Amid their sequestered cliffs, the student of nature, apart from 
the hurry and bustle of the crowded city, can contemplate, in lonely silence, 
| the effects of mighty physical convulsions ; and while he beholds these 
| wonders of Omnipotent agency, his imagination is irresistibly led back- 
| wards to ages that are past—to periods that have rolled over our globe, before 
| yet the Almighty Spirit separated the waters from the waters, to sleep in 
| their beds of repose, while the dry land sprung forth, and was adorned by 
| vegetable luxuriance, which sent up to heaven a sweet-smelling odour from 
| ten thousand vales—before yet Adam had arisen into existence, to partake 
of the comforts of Paradise, and taste the sweets of innocence. 

At the period of the elevation of Arthur's Seat and Salisbury Crags, some 
very extraordinary subterranean force would appear to have been in 
operation ; for, on the top of the latter, we find secondary strata which, 
unequivocally, were lifted from their original to their present position by 
the protrusion of the trap (the rock composing Arthur's Seat and Salisbury 
Crags) from beneath. 

With regard to the period of their elevation, the present state of geology 
prevents us saying much, from the fact just noticed, it must have been 
posterior to the time of the formation of the secondary rocks; and, from

Danish fleet quickly appeared off the Cornish ps with its decks brist- 
ling with frowning warriors, burning to be revenged for the indiscriminate 
slaughter of their countrymen. Vigorous measures were adopted to pre- 
vent their landing, and Cornwall was spared for the moment by their pass- 
ing ap the channel. The English forces, under proper conduct, were more 
than sufficient to cope with the formidable enemy; but their efforts-were 
constantly marred by the systematic treachery of the Norman chiefs, who 
were invested with authority through the influence of the queen. consort. 
Thus aided, the Danes once more got the ascendancy, and carried fire and 
sword through the whole country. The natives were again obliged to be- 
take themselves to their strong holds, where they dragged out a miserable 
existence, being continually harassed by their implacable enemies. Corn- 
wall was partially involved in these calamities, but, happily, their extremes 
did not reach the neighbourhood of Carn Brea. It was not before 
famine began to stare both parties in the face, which circumstance di 
them to a compromise. The terms were, as usual, advantageous to the 
Danes, and, however favourable they might appear at first sight to the 
English, they were by fraud and force ultimately deprived of their nation- 
ality. This was a shock to the ancient Cornish; but they soon began to 
emerge from the degradation imposed on them by Sewyn, and in the sub- 
sequent reigns of the Danish kings, they quickly recovered that impor- 
tance which they were wont to assume under the Saxon dynasty. 
At the death of Hardicanute, many of the Cornish chiefs, including the 
lord of the manor of Carn Brea, attended the summons of Earl Godwin, 
at the general council convened at Gillingham, where they unani 
concurred in the measures adopted by that nobleman, for conferring an: 
securing the sovereignty to Edward the Confessor. This prinee was at 
first most obnoxious to the Danes; ultimately, however, he won their 
regard; and, under his wise administration, the asperities of these onee 
inveterate enemies were so softened down, that all hostile and vindictive 
feelings disappeared, and the rivals became one people, Such was the 
effect of this happy change upon the community at large, that they set 
apart a day for the annual celebration of this auspicious event. Cornwall 
was a happy participator in the blessing, and the festival was long cele- 
brated with great pomp and magnificence on Carn Brea and other native 
hills. Edward was not unmindful of the active influence of the Cornish 
chiefs in his behalf, and many were the favours which he conferred ou 
Cornwall during the early part of his administration. The quarrel be 
tween Edward and Godwin may deserve a passing notice, i h, as al- 
though the great majority of the Cornish were strongly attached to the 
king, the earl was not without his adherents. After spending some years 
in exile, and finding that Edward had grown negligent, Godwin prepared 
to return to the land of his nativity, to lay claim to that patrimony and 
those honours to which he had long been a stranger, and of which he con. 
sidered himself to be unjustly deprived. On his way he entered the 
Cornish, and being determined to prevail either by treaty or force, he 
augmented his forces both as to ships and men. Several of the Cornish 
chiefs who favoured the earl’s intentions joined his expedition, and, to- 
gether with other English nobles, they interposed so effectually between 
the contending rivals, that happily an accommodation was brought about 
without bloodshed. The ancient Cornish were no less favourable. to 
Harold than to Godwin. They had a sort of innate love of valour and 
virtue, and were wont to view these qualities with admiration, even in an 
enemy, consequently they were enamoured of the splendid abilities of 
Harold, whom they now regarded as their countryman. They enlisted 
under his standard, and perished in defence of his rights ; and the num- 
ber of estates confiscated by the Conqueror and distributed among the 
Norman chiefs, strongly attest the extensive support which Harold derived 
from Cornwall.

MINING INTELLIGENCE. 

The new discovery at Wheal Tolgus, in the parish of Redruth, which 
we noticed some time since, is likely to turn out a source of mach greater 
profit to the fortunate adventurers than the most sanguine had dared to 
anticipate. It appears that in driving west the lode in the different levels, 
on arriving at acertain point, took horse, to use a mining phrase, that is, 
split, and that the levels were continued on the north part, which then 
appeared to be the kindliest, the south part being wrung up, poor, and 
scarcely worthy of notice. The levels were extended on the north part to 
a considerable distance, and produced occasional bunches of ore, but the 
lode appeared to have lost that productive character which it had formerly 
so well sustained. This being the case, it was resolved to drive a cross- 
cut to interseet the south part. This resolution was immediately put into 
practice, and after piercing some ten or twelve fathoms of stubborn ground 
the object was attained ; a rich lode was discovered, which continues to 
extend itself in all directions. This cross-cut was driven at the 110 
fathom level ; another has since been driven at the 100 fathom level, and 
a communication from level to level on the course of the lode has been 
effected, and in both ends of the winze and rise, and in both levels, going 
both east and west ; as far as they have been extended, the lode sustains 
its productive character. One of the levels, we believe the 110 west, 
is said to be immensely rich. Other cross-cuts are now being driven, 
and a new ‘ downright,”’ i. e. perpendicular shaft, is being sunk, which is 
expected to intersect the lode at 170 fathoms below the adit level, and 
about 200 from the surface. This discovery is towards the western part 
of the sett, and in unbroken ground ; and in addition to the benefits likely 
to accrue from it to the fortunate proprietors, it is not at all unlikely that, 
as it extends west, it will throw a portion of its riches into the laps of the 
West Tolgus adventurers, who are again prosecuting their operations with 
renewed energy.

GEOLOGY—THEORY OF THE CREATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 
Sin,—I beg to offer a few remarks on & controversy lately terminated | 
in the Mining Journal, respecting a subject on which a very great diversity 
of opinion has prevailed. I allude to the communications of cor- 
respondents, ** D."’ and “ W. B.” on the “ Theory of the Creation.” 
This difficult and delicate sabjeet has been held to involve discrepan- 
cies of an irreconcilable nature, between revelation on the one hand, and 
physical facts upon the other. Long and acrimonious disputes have thus 
originated, precisely similar in spirit to those which oceasioned the ever- 
memorable persecution of Galileo and others, who first ventured to pro- 
muigate a true theory of the planetary motions, which, in like manner, 
was supposed by the bigots of their day to militate against the authority 
of Scripture. 
Without in the slightest degree touching upon the points of contro- 
versy, | am desirous of expressing the satisfaction I feel, in common, no 
doubt, with many of your readers, at finding this subject discussed in the 
calm and temperate manner which has marked the communications of 
your correspondents. By such discussion, with fraéh not victory in 
view, there can, I think, be no doubt, that the obscurity which hangs | 
over this, and other subjects of a similar nature, will in time be entirely | 
removed, and the imperishable records of Nature be shown to agree clearly 
and satisfactorily with those of revelation, not by any forced or perverted | 
interpretation of either, which has too often been the case, but by that | 
strict harmony and coincidence which must pervade (ru/A, trom whatever | 
source it is derived, whenever a correct perception of it (often not an easy | 
task) has been obtained, } 
It is now beginning to be acknowledged, and cannot be too strongly in- | 
sisted upon, that revelation, secure on its own appropriate ground of | 
moral dignity, and overwhelming internal evidence. can soffer nothing 
from the discoveries of science, although it may be lowered in the estima- 
tion of mankind, by weak and ill-judged attempts to support the ‘iteral | 
meaning of certain passages, by distorted interpretations of natural facts, 
in order to produce a harmony, which ought to be the result of long and 
patient investigation, removing in a legitimate manner the discrepancies 
apparently existing. Geology has contributed nvore, perhaps, than any

rations of mankind, but it has been reserved for the geologist in our own 
times, to raise the veil from Nature's face, and to trace manifestations of 
Divine Power, equally worthy of our admiration, in the internal structure 
and adaptation of the apparently rude and hitherto unheeded masses, 
which form the fabric of the globe itself. Can any thing indeed be more 
sublime than the contemplation which geology opens to our view, of the 
operations of the Deity, amidst the darkness of ages, to our conception 
infinitely remote, and long anterior to the existence of man—operations 
by which the earth, before ‘* without form and void,’’ was gradually

I am aware it would appear inyidigus to select from among the long 
list of serip mines those of which there can be no reasonable hope of 
their ever proving productive; but there are those included in the list 
which have every probability of becoming not only productive, but profit- 
able as investments of capital: which mines, in consequence of the preja- 
dice that has arisen from the mal-administration of some companies’ 
affairs, and the little success that has attended others, are now to be pur- 
It is therefore evident that something ought to be done 


chased at par. 
It may be 


to restore, if possible, the mine market to a healthy state. 
said, let it alone, it will cure itself; for the poor mines cannot exist long: 
true—but every day new speculations are starting up. I would ask, are 
there no two or three large holders of scrip shares im mines residing in 
London, who would unite, and, selecting a highly intelligent and imde- 
pendent mine agent, empower him to visit the mines in which they have 
become interested, and report to them thereon. Many there are who 
would be disposed to join them; and it would soon be discovered what 
mines were worthy of being wrought, and what onght to be at once aban- 
doned. This plan would also enable the parties immediately interested | 
in the inquiry either to sell their present interest, or secure an interest in | 
those mines which might be deemed worthy of being fully and effectually | 
prosecuted. Should any highly respectable parties consider the observa-

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We have often had occasion to advert to the practices resorted 
to in the formation of Companies, and to caution our readers from 
being led astray by the glowing terms of prospectuses, which, like 
specimens, are easily manufactured ; it now becomes our province 
to put them equally on their guard with respect to the system 
which we apprehend (in 1836, as in 1826) will be observed by the 
projectors with the shares of such companies as must assuredly, 
to use a Cornish mining term, be “ knocked.” 

To enable those who may not have been the victims of the 
schemes of 1824 and 1825, it may be well to state the plan then 
adopted, and which we believe to be in active operation at the pre- 
sent moment with several companies whose sliares are at a dis- 
count, although not yet sufficiently heavy to effect the desired ob- 
ject.

SAFETY FOR STEAM-BOILERS. 


As the most frequent canse of the explosion of steam boilers arises from 
the depression of the water-surface below a certain level, it is evident that 
the constant maintenance of this surface at a proper height, is an object of 
the highest importance. It appears, from causes into which we shall not 
now inquire, that much more attention has been paid to this essential ap- 
pendage of a safe boiler in the United States and in France, than in this 








country. There are two instances to which publicity has recently been given, 
in the latter kingdom, by the Société d’ Encouragement, One of these is of 
universal application, and wy mae that extreme —— which charac- 
terizes the results of the refined invention of M. Galy-Cazalat, who is also 
the author of this apparatus, 

Explosions of steam-boilers are frequently the effect of an accumulation 
of sediment within them. This forms a crust on the interior surface, par- 
ticularly on the bottom, and being a bad conductor of heat, insulates the 
metal from the water, It is, therefore, extremely favourable to the former 
acquiring a high and injurious temperature. When this has happened, the 
didevenee of dilatation, which sometimes occurs, destroys the adhesion of 
the sediment, and exposes the incandescent metal to the water. The in- 
stantaneous production of steam, which is the consequence of the contact, is 
often so enormous, that the boiler, unable to withstand the sudden increase 
of pressure, explodes with more or less violence. To this peculiar case of 
danger, no one had, up to a very recent period, been very successful in apply- 
ing a means cither of remedy or of prevention. To use distilled or filtered 
water, to invite the deposit to subside in parts of the boiler not exposed to 
the fire, and to prevent accumulation, by frequently cleaning out the boiler, 
were the principal means used. That these have been very inadequate, and 
that a remedy for the evil, or a prevention of its occurrence, had been long 
desired, every one at all acquainted with the causes of destruction of steam- 
boilers is well aware. Water which, on evaporating, leaves no sediment, 
cannot be obtained in a vast majority of instances in which steam-boilers are 
used, and the labour and inconvenience which the frequent removal of the 
deposit requires, often causes this necessary operation to be deferred far be- 
yond the time that it ought to be done, either for the preservation of the 
boiler, or the safety of those near it. With this view of the case, and with 
the recollection of the length of time this particular cause of mischief had 
baffled the ingenuity of the most successful improvers of the steam-boiler, 
we can ensily feel how eagerly would be received an invention which should 
faithfully give an indication of this peculiar danger whenever it may be ap- 


| proaching, and which should, if this indication be neglected, avert the dan- 


ger, by suspending, in proper time, the action of the immediate agent. 

Such an invention has been recently accomplished by M. Galy-Cazalat. 
It has been patented both in France and in England ; and after the usual 
severe examination of La Société d° Encouragement of Paris has been declared 
worthy of their large gold medal, and it is a simple and ingenious apparatus, 
by which M. G. C. succeeds in rendering this essential service to the safe 
application of steam-power.—Mag. Popular Science, July, 1836.

This amount is, from the circumstances above adverted to, larger than was 
expected, and has consequently diminished the available assets of the com- 
pany, provided by the capital raised during the last year under the resolutions 
of the annual general meeting. The directors have, however, reason to hope, 
that sufficient remains to provide the working capital required,.and that the 
commencement of profits, which will gradually increase as fresh ground is 
brought under command, will now open a career of permanent prosperity to 
reward the persevering efforts of the proprietors.

Guanaruato, May 22.—Tepeyac.—1 confess the unexpected quantity of 
water gives me a good deal of uneasiness. The mine has more than sufficed, 
one would suppose, for emptying any subterrancous receptacles that might 
have been full of water; and we are in the midst of the bry season, and yet 
the engine, going very well, and seven malacates, all by day only, are barely 
sufficient to keep the water. ¥ 

We are to have a meeting with Mr. Jones on Tuesday, to consider what 
further exertions must be made. The only one that seems to offer, is that 
this force shall be employed for a part or the whole of the night. 

The mine of the Valenciana is now leaving a profit, and, I hope, nearly 
squaring the account, from the period when our account was to start from, 
so that we may very soon expect to receive some assistance from that quarter. 

‘Lhe mine of Tepeyae does not as yet produce any thing of importance; the 
two first tortas have only given six mares two ounces per monton ; neither has 
the quantity been such as would have compensated for the ley; however, the 
mine is not yet fully opened out, and one of the labores, Animas, wears rather 
an improved appearance. 

Sirena, since my last, has given us hopes which are again rather abated. 
The buscones, principally from one campo, sold #2500 for two successive 
weeks, and, after some opposition from them, we took it to the hacienda ac- 
count; but it has since declined, and is scarcely paying costs. It is not, 
however, finished, and may come round again. e rest of the mine and 
Penafiel are looking much the same as usual. 

Esperanza.—The discovered part of this mine has recently declined. Our 
hopes are now resting a good deal on the Cuerpo Medio, and a cross-cut has 
just reached it. There are some good-looking stones, but four-fifths of the 
cuerpo are yet to cut. 

San Lorenzo and Asuncion.—Captain Morcom now inclines to deepen the 
shaft of the former, so as to reach the level of the planes of the mine, before 
which, however, it would go through the Cuerpo Medio, where, there is reason 
to suppose, it has never yet been tried ; this sition is under considera- 
tion, and will not improbably be adopted. few pickings which the bus- 
cones get in the alto of this mine, indicate that the vein is rich, if we could 
but meet with a point where the ores were in any tolerable quantity.

Sirena Mine, May 23.—The labor of San Marquitos has been worked with 
eight herramientas by day, and it has yielded forty-seven cargas of ore weekly, 
worth seven or eight marcs per monton. No new discovery has been made 
in this labor since last report. The labor of Amparo has been worked with 
nine herramientas by day, and eight by night, and has yielded 175 cargas of 
ore per week, worth about seven or eight mares per monton. This labor was 
taken from the buscones about three weeks since ; it is situated at the june- 
tion of a cross-vein with the Veta Madre, about forty varas south-east of 
Buenos Ayres old shaft, and about eighty varas deep from the surface ; it is 
tolerably plentiful in ores of such ley as above stated. The buscones have 
divided with the hacienda 327 cargas of ores weekly, and have sold their part 
for 81533 3 per week. The buscones’ sales are now reduced to about 4500 
or 8600 per week, owing to the workings of Amparo being taken from them. 
The cross-cut of La Purisima has been worked with eight men, who 
have driven one and a half vara per week, at 841 per vara; it has now 
reached the Hilo Alto in good ores, but narrow, suitable to the employ of 
several buscones. 

Penafiel Mine.—There have been eight herramientas employed by day and 
night, who have extracted seventy-cight cargas of ores weekly, worth nine 
or ten mares per monton. No particular alterations have taken place in the 
prospects of the vein in these workings since the last report. The cross- 
cut, mentioned in the last report as being within two or three varas to the 
middle cuerpo, has been worked with eight men, who have driven 14 vata 
per week, at 840 per vara. It has now passed through the cuerpo in borra- 
sea, and it is suspended. 

Tepeyac Mine.—The various labores in this mine have been worked with 
eighteen herramientas by day, and seventeen by night, and have yielded 273 
cargas of ores weekly, worth seven or eight mares per monton. The vein in 
the south-east part of the mine, called Animas, has improved a little in the 
quality of the ores since the last report. 

Esperanza Mine.—The buscones have extracted about thirty cargas of ores 
weekly, and sold their part for 868. The campos in general have fallen off 
in their produce since the last report. ‘The cross-cut mentioned in the last 
report as commenced to cut from the Cuerpo Alto to that of the Medio, has 
been worked with eight men, who have driven 2§ varas weekly, at 830 per 
vara. Itis now about one vara into the cuerpo, where there are ojos of 
good ores found, but there still remains several varas to cut through, before 
the result of its prospects can be ascertained. 

Asuncion Mine.—The adit level of San Nicolas is worked with eight men, 
who drive 3} varas per week at 819 per vara. This work is carried on in the 
bajo of the vein, with the vein to advance more rapidly, and to economise 
expenses in timbering, &c. At convenient distances short cross-cuts will be 
made into the vein to explore its contents. 

San Lorenzo Mine. “There has been one timberman employed with four 
ayudantes repairing the shaft of San Lorenzo, which is now put in good re- 
pair, in order to commence sinking it as deep as the planes of the mine, 
which is supposed to be about eighty varas from its present bottom. There 
are only three campos at work, and the quantity of ore extracted from them 
is about four cargas per week, of a good ley.
